The Governor-General and 
Lady. Tweedsmuir paid an unof- 
ficial visit to the University on 
Friday, where they were wel- 
comed by members of the Board 
of Governors and of the Senate, 
professors and students. Their 
Excellencies were welcomed upon 
their arrival at the Arts Build- 
ing, at 3 o'clock, by the Chan- 
cellor, Sir Edward Beatty, and 
later by representatives of the 
different faculties, and by other 
university officials in the Arts 
Council Room. 

Ixard Tweedsmuir, who is Vis- 
itor to the University according to 
Royal Charter, and Lady Tweeds- 
muir made a brief tour of the Arts 
Building, and then proceeded to the 
Royal Victoria College, accompa- 
nied by Sir Edward Beaity and 
Principal Douglas. They were wel- 
comed at the women's residence by 
Mrs. Grant, the Warden, and by 
Mrs. Douglas. Her Excellency was 
presented with a bouquet of roses 
by Margaret Lamb, the President of 
the Women's Union, and then Their 
Excellencies were conducted over 
the building.

Governor-General Advises 
Against Segr^ated Study 



Henry Clay Deplores 
Dependence on 
Government 



A warning against studying any 
phase of social science in isolation 
was sounded by Governor-General 
Lord l^^^^smuir in Moyse Hall 
Friday night in a short address giv-. 
en to close the series of nine lec- 
tures on "The State in Society." It 
was to impress this very fact that 
the lectures were held. His Excel- 
lency said. 

"I have known people who had 
the whole of classical economics at 
their lingers" ends; I have known 
people who could reel off every 
theory of the State that was ever 
devised; but in neither case had 
their minds received any serious 
education. They would have been 
better employed in the study of a 
thing like heraldry— which at any 
rate is picturesque," ,the Viceroy 
said. 

Lord Tweedsmuir saw four chief 
dangers resultbg from isolationism 
in study. The first he described as 

"intellectual barrenness". The sec- 
ond danger was the lack of the de- 
sire to compare, without which "we 
can accumulate a mass of facts 
without any. adequate interpreta- 
tion or evaluation." 

The Governor-General declared 
that the third danger was the 
growth of ideological intolerance. 
"We see a good deal of that in the 
continent of Europe today," he 
added. 

Speaking as "a lover of the Eng- 
lish language". His Excellency saw 
as the fourth danger of isolation the 
development of a technical jargon 
to the detrbnent of good English. 

Clay Ends Series. 
^ Concluding his group of > three 
lectures with "The Limits of Par- 
liamentary Government," Dr. Hen- 
ry Clay, economic adviser to the 
Bank of England, deplored the in- 
creasing tendency to depend too 
much upon the government and to 
regard it as "a universal fairy god- 
mother." He declared that it is in 
the interest of the survival of de- 
mocracy to try to solve problems by 
other ;/na«ms - before appealing to 
the government. 

Continuing, Dr. Clay said: "Con- 



stitutions are less arrangements for 
facilitating prompt government ac 
tion than devices for preventing 

governments from doing anything

Tlie head of the returned Mac- 
Kenzie-Papineau Battalion, Major 
Ed. Cecil Smith, will address a 
meeting of the Social Problems 
Club today, at 1:30 in the Union 
Ballroom. The formal part of his 
speech will end at 1:55 to enable 
those who have lectures to attend 
them. For those who have no lec- 
tures. Major Smith will stay to an- 
swer questions. Hazen Sise, former 
McGill student, has consented to act 
as chairman. 

Major Smith's address will deal 
with general conditions in Spain. 
He is well-equipped to discuss this 
topic, having started his career as 
lieutenant in the Abraham Lincoln 
battalion, the first North American 
unit to be formed in Loyalist 
Spain. For distinguished service in 
action he was soon awarded a cap- 
taincy and later became comman- 
der of the MacKenzie-Papineau bat- 
talion at its formation. In the years 
preceding his service as a volun- 
teer Major Smith worked as a re- 
porter on the Toronto Globe and 
Mail. 

Hazen Sise who will introduce the 
speaker is a former student of Mc 
Gill. He was in Spain aiding the 
Loyalists by serving as an ambul 
ance driver for Dr. Bethune's med 
ical unit. After his return to this 
country, Mr. Sise has been lecturing 
on diffèrent subjects, one of his lec 
tures being given at McGill on the 
subject of art. 

The MacKenzie-Papineau Battal 
ion, which Major Smith headed, was 
formed from the Abraham Lincoln 
Brigade which was composed of 
volunteers from North America. The 
International Brigade of which the 
Mac-Paps were a part is credited 
by foreign observers with having 
saved Madrid from falling into the 
hands of the Insurgents early in the 
war.

— Making one of the best show- 
ings of a McGill team at the 
Dartmouth Winter Carnival, 
this year's aggregation bowed 
here ovcr'tlic week end by a ver>' 
narrow margin to their hosts 
who won by fifteen points. It 
was all the more disappointing 
to the Redmen as they had a 
fighting chance to take the meet 
up until the jumping event 
which they figured to win and 
along with it, the combined. 
However, the fates, and some ex- 
cellent jumping on the part of 
Johnny Litchfield, Howie Chiv- 
ers and Dick Durrance decreed 
otheru'ise. 

Throughout the meet, the Green- 
shirted ski wizards had their hands 
full repulsing the Redmen and it 
was due to exceptional skiing only 
on their part that they came 
through as they did. In thé down- 
hill, Dick Durrance had to break 
his own record to win this event, 
in the Langlauf, Howie Chivcrs was 
obliged to make very good time, 
while Johnny Litchfield did a heroic 
job in winning the jump with the 
rest of the Dartmouth team per- 
forming in correspondingly superb 
fashion. 

Stars Outstanding 

Without doubt, the stars of the 
Carnival were Dick Durrance, 
Howie Chivers, Bob Johannsen and 
Doug Mann. Durrance thrilled the 
crowds as he won his specialties, 
the slalom and downhill, as well 
as helping his team win the jump- 
ing title by placing fourth. Chivers, 
out to repeat his last year's victor- 
ies in the cross-country and com- 
bined, was equally successful. Bob 
Johannsen did a fine job in all five 
events, placing well in the slalom, 
combined and jumping as well as 
adding valuable points in the lang- 
lauf and downhill. 

Johannsen took second place in 
the slalom, third in the jump, fourth 
in the combined, fifth in the lang- 
lauf and sixth in the downhill to 
round out one of his most success- 
ful Carnivals and once again prove 
that he is just about the best all- 
round skier in these parts. Doug 
Mann participated in only two 
events, but made very good show- 
ings in both of them. In both the 
downhill and slalom he took third 
place and it was only because of 
some super skiing on the part of 
the first and second place winners 
in these events that he was not 
champion. 

As usual, in these meets, as well 
as in the Intercollegiate Champion- 
ships, it was a battle between Dart- 
mouth and McGill, with the other 
teams entered only to give the ef- 
fect of a big ski meet. In four out 
of the five events, seven of the 
first eight to place were either 
from Dartmouth or McGill, and in 
the Slalom it was six out of the 
first eight. However, it was this 
lone man from some outside col- 
lege that spoiled the Redmen's 
chances.

yHE series of lectures upon "The State in 
Society" was brought to a fitting con- 
clusion by the remarks of His Excellency, 
the Governor-General. Although there 
mày bc some disagreement with the opin- 
ions of the three speakers, nevertheless the 
series has admirably fulfilled the intention 
with which it was anaugurated: namely, to 
bring together the most significant facts 
now known to the sociologist and political 
economist and to express such conclusions 
as may be drawn from them. Great credit 
is due to tlie University at which speeches 
of uniform excellence were delivered by 
lectures of no small eminence in their pro- 
fession. 

Lord Tweedsmuir's comment upon the 
bénefits to be derived from such a co-re- 
.lation of the facts at our disposal was most 
happily expressed: "For the study of man 
as a social being has many ramifications 
and involves mnny branches of knowledge. 
. . . None of these can be studied in com- 
plete isolation. The student of any one of 
them must at any rate be awnre of the 
others, and must have his windows open to 
many a wide landscape. Thèréfore, more 
than in most branches of knowledge, we 
need a related and balanced method of 
studies . . . 

"For these reasons, gentlemen, I think 
this series of lectures of the first import- 
ance, and I hope that the spirit which has 
inspired them will flourish among you." 



Misual Education 



0URING the last two or three years an 
important addition has bèen made in 
the méthod of educating students. More 
and more, college authorities are urging 
the use of films to demonstrate facts and 
put Over ideas. It is not always possible 
to show in the laboratory living and ac- 
tive examples of what one reads about, but 
in filijis one can show active processes and 
How they are carried out. 
WÊà^ .McGill this year, we are fortunate

depicting various aspects of animal life has 
been presentéd every week; The Medical 
Undergraduate Society has presented two 
films on medical subjects, both of which 
have been of great help to all medical stud- 
ents. They promise us more 'are to follow. 
The German Department has been instru- 
mental in showing a German sound film, 
which has proved of interest to all Euro- 
pean language students. In addition, to 
these, the Student Health Association^ his 
just shown two films on Tuberculosis and 
i'neumonia, both of which are most timely.

Hosteling Holidays

The International Youth Hostels Associa- 
tion has reported that last year there were 5,100 
Hostels in 20 different countries, with a total 
ùvernight registration of 10,000,000 young people. 

Hosteling originated in Germany. Gordon 
Greaves, McGill undergraduate, hosteled on the 
Continent last summer and this is what he says 
about the Mother Country of Hostelhig: 

"There is no better means of seeing the 
countty and- its people than by utilizing its nu- 
merous hostels. In Cologne the Hostel holds 750 
people and is modem in every respect. Meals 
can be bought in the cafeteria or can be cooked 
in the huge kitchen. The charges are reason- 
able in the extreme, 9 cents a night for boys 
and girls under twenty-one and 12 cents for 
those over twenty-one. 

'In the Speisesallc one sees old grand- 
mothers of eighty years admonishing 'kinder' 
of two years to finish off their milk. A litre 
of milk sells for 9 cents, so it is the popular 
beverage. The European breakfast may not be 
attractive to the people of America for it con- 
sists mainly of rather poor coffee and bread and 
butter, but when accustomed to it oil goes well. 

"The 'Hausfater' is generally bilingual and 
one is understood without difficulty. I man- 
aged to get along on my limited knowledge of 
German and French. The only trouble is when 
you get Into a little town, say in East Saxony, 
where the only language is German, then you 
cannot evade the issue; you must speak their 
language. It is even more difficult in Czecho- 
slovakia where the Slavic tongue is known to 
but few beside the actual Inhabitants them- 
selves. Now you realize the importance of 
learning a little of the languages of Central 
Europe. 

"In the Dresden Hostel the boys were most 
curious when they saw me, for I was the first 
North American they had ever seen. While 
I ate supper they talked to me in their beauti- 
ful soft German which I could hardly under- 
stand, and were made to laugh by my uncon- 
sciously humourous responses. Later on that 
evening they sang some of the simpler of the 
German folk songs, the Lieder of the Bauer or 
peasants. A group of young girls joined in and 
made up a lovely ensemble, and I was impress- 
ed with the ability of the students to remem- 
ber so many songs. A German-American there 
spoke to me about the country of his adoption 
the United States. The Hostel was spacious 
and had many homey comforts. All must co 
operate to keep up the work and this proved 
not too difficult. Generally the work is as' 
signed to a leader of a group who asks the peO' 
pie under him to do their share. Sometimes 
when I volunteered for duty they told me that 
too many cooks would spoil the broth." 
HOSTELING IN BRITAIN. 

Not only in Germany is hosteling popular 
among students but also in the British Isles. 
Miss Ellen Rhodes, fourth year McGill Arts 
student, has travelled by bicycle through Scot 
land, England and Wales as well as on the Con 
tinent. With regard to Great Britain she says: 

"Perhaps the impression that has fixed it- 
self most firmly in my mind, as iav as hosteling 
is concerned, is that of the variety of hostels 
available. The rugged Spartanism of \he Scot- 
tish country hostels to the cosmopolitanism of 
thè city hostels provides sufficient diversity for 
the most exacting. Naturally enough the coun 
try hostels are much smaller than those in big 
cities, where life is more highly organized and 
where you can meet people from all over the 
world. V 

"I should like to recommend bicycling in 
Wales. Particularly do I reinember the magni 
ficent ascent of the pass at Llanberis; every bit 
of that trip was worth recording in red letters, 
and the bicycling was rendered comparatively 
easy by the use of the three gear shifts predom- 
inant on English bikes. 

"In England proper we came across a num- 
ber of groups of city folk evidently out for a 
brief holiday and intent on enjoying every mo- 
ment of it. I understand it is their custom to 
employ week-ends or even whole vacations by 
repairing old hosttls, constructing new ones or 
by blazing new trails; they call it the 'working 
holiday'. I should think that here in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec interested hostelers or would- 
be hostelers would volunteer their services in 
order to help get under way the ambitious pro- 
gramme of the Quebec Régional' Executive." 
WORLD'S FAIR BY HOSTEL. 

The New York World's Fair can be visited 
this year by mèans of Youth Hostels stretching 
frûih Montreal along the newly formed trail 
known as the "International Chain" through' 
France, joinhig the New England chain 
just below the border. To Montrealers the ad- 
vantage of hosteling is that the beauties of the 
mountains in the Townships which have so far 
remained practically undiscovered will be open 
to hostelers.' 




PAOLO AND FRANCESCA by Stephen Philips, 
presented by the Montreal High School. 
It is in good critical tradition to commend 
a high-school dramatic production as unusually 
weil-done for boys and girls of that age, but we 
are acéustomed to ambitious efforts from the 
Montréal High School and the results are al- 
wéys Interesting. Their latest offering, PAOLO 
AND FRANCESCA by Stephen Philips, is es- 
pèclally so, aincè the drama is in verse. The

colour of scenery was breath-taking. The rich 
costumet were dazzling. The music ot 
Tschaikowsky's 5th Symphony provided "at- 
mosphere". There were even one or two good 
performances, but the players were under a 
disadvantage in the play chosen. 

The belief that it is especially difficult for 
amateurs to put on a costume play is a fallacy. 
Such a choice recognizes the fact that the au- 
dience will be willing to suspend disbelief 
doubly, and accept artificial acting. A play in 
modem dress would require almost ultra- 
naturalness, and to get that the most talented 
young amateurs would require such direction 
as is hardly to be found for a high school with' 
out great expense. Consequently direction 
without subtlety brings out tactless gesture in 
a too literal attempt to make the action suit 
the dialogue. When Blind Angela in the play 
said her flesh quailed it was unnecessary for 
her whole body to start shaking. There was 
enough onomatopaeia In Francesca's early 
.speeches without her having to force a wail 
intq her voice. An audience is willing to re- 
cognize that in a play where people dress in 
historical costume, and talk in imaginative 
flights, they will even behave unnaturally, 

When the play was first produced in the 
1890's it was hailed as living poetic drama, a 
revival of the old Shakespearean tradition, but 
this was just what Stephen Philips had wanted 
to avoid. To him, most verse plays did seem to 
be modelled on Shakespeare, and for that rea- 
son had no life. Coleridge's REMORSE and 
Byron's MANFRED were like dramatic poems, 
Philips preferred "the classical idea of a whole 
effect, smooth, Ihnpid and concentrated, a un 
ity of surface calm, showing passion 
and action in their entirety, rather 
than the Elizabethan multiplicity of effect." 
Anyone not conscious of this Intention would 
not have deduced it from PAOLO' AND FRAN- 
CESCA, but would have supposed the play to 
be merely a bad imitation of Shakespeare. In 
fact, one would have concluded that, using 
Dante's outline as base, the playwright had 
culled choice selections from OTHELLO, 
JULIUS CAESAR, HAMLET, and ROMEO 
AND JULIET and decorated them with stray 
lin'fes and thoughts from Wordsworth, Chaucer, 
and Walter Scott. (It would have been the ob- 
vious conclusion to draw, considering that 
Philips was a hack writer and a Shakespearean 
actor.) The effect of unity is certainly there in 
a strong pervasive beauty, part of which is due 
to the familiar ring. The lines and scenes have 
gathered the moss of familiarity by long use 
and need only to be brought to the attention 
to evoke in themselves associations which have 
long been accepted. 

The place of verse drama on the stage Is 
debatable, and especially serious poetic drama 
in 'versé form. 

The playwright in verse has to select very 
carefully his figures of speech. When Paolo 
and Francesca sighed to be disembodied spirits 
the human figures on the Stage made the wish 
seem absurd because the scene was before the 
spectators and satisfied them in its beauty. As 
Don Marquis pointed out, Shakespeare probably 
wrote poetry in his plays against the will of 
his producers anyhow, poetry bemg his first 
love and the theatre a near means to a finan- 
cial end. The advance of realism on the stage 
brought the drama out of literary language into 
a more "natural" way of talking. Long des- 
criptive speeches t)ecame unnecessary when the 
stage scenery fulfilled all the requirements. 
Meditations and fancies came to be considered 
"tours de force". Certainly adequate circum- 
stance dulls the imagination and a bare stage 
by contrast heightens poetry in the drama. Na- 
turalism in speech and behaviour requires care- 
ful writing and thoughtful direction or the re- 
sult is such as today's audience will not gladly 
stomach. 

This production Is a good example of the 
fact that people are less and less underestimat- 
ing the understandings and abilities of high 
school students and for this alone the choice 
of PAOLO AND FRANCESCA is to be ap- 
plauded.

An evening of good and funny entertain- 
ment was givèn by the 16—30 Club in their 
presentation of G. B. Shaw's GREAT CATH- 
ERINE and THE ACTIVE HAND by Eugene 
Labiche. 

The 16—30 Club (so-called because those 
are the approximate age limits of the mem- 
bers) is a group from the Church of the Mes- 
siah, ëngaged in social activities, especially in- 
terested in music, literature and dramatics, 
and working altogether independently. 

THE ACTIVE HAND is a translation into 
the English from Labiche, made by Margaret 
Sutherland, a club member, and retains ^ liter- 
ally the French idiom. It is a typi<ai^ituatlon 
comedy, based on general misunderstanding 
and cohicidence, with the stock characters of 
the "pere de famille" who always pays, his petu- 
lant wife who good heart stands revealed in 
the last scene, the pretty daughter, the im- 
pulsive juvenile and the mferry widow. The 
ridiculous asides wère neatly handled, as in- 
deed the whole thing was beautiful but dumb, 
Its unity certainly needed the profit of the 
masterly timing at the stârt of Sam Vàtcher, 
whose careless bearing beUed his evident abil 
ity as an actor. 

Of many different sorts of comedy was 
Shaw's GREAT CATHERINE, a one-act play, 
with boisterous fun ranging from knockabout 
farce to subtler humour implied in effècts of 
lighting and gesture, and plenty of crude satire 
of the stage-type of Englièhmàn and Russian. 
Rae Guess is to be congratulâtèd on his careful 
direction, although it was obvious that most oi 
the actôrs,- as in any similar group, were de- 
lightedly self-conscious, and either indulged in 
too much exaggeratlôn Or reatratoed out of fear 
and ignorance the moveitaeat ol teelr bdâiés and 
faces. Outsttoding was thè acting of Thèmas 
Mcèride u the notisomruhk-as-to-fotget-to 
be-diplomatic Prince Pàtlôttklh» Thite produc- 
tion points out that where suiiicient attention is 
paid to the performance, amateurs waste their 
Ume in bothering about elaborate scenery. Suf- 
ficient costume and understanding appreciation 
are enough. . , 

A little more taste and discrimination 
mièht have been shown in a more worthwhile 
selection of the plays, but as It was the 18-30 
Club has shown itself to have the right stuft 
Next on their schedule is Christopher Mar- 
lowe's DOCTOR FAUSTUS.

which their subjects do not want. 
They were devised in the days 
when state action, outside the field 
of defence, was negative and regu 
latory, and have seldom been re- 
vised to meet .the needs of a posi- 
tive policy of initiation."

Downhill First Event. 

Starting off the Carnival Friday 
morning was the Downhill race on 
Moose mountain which was won in 
the record-breaking time of 1:16.4 
by the defending titleholder, Dick 
Durrancê. In winning, Durrance 
ran a wonderful race outdistancing 
his nearest rival and teammate, Ed 
Wells, by two full seconds. Condi- 
tions for this event, and for all the 
events were much better than they 
had been for some years past, and 
probably had quite a bit to do with 
all the good times turned in. Doug 
Mann then interrupted a seeming 
Dartmouth sweep to capture thirt} 
place, closely followed by Martin 
Brown, an outsider from Williams, 
and not figured upon in pre-irace 
calculations to push the leaders. 

After Brown, Bob Skinner of 
Dartmouth clinched ttie race for the 
host by taking fifth place, while 
Bob Johanpsen came next by a fifth 
of a second with Fred Moore right 
upon Johannsen's heels. This com- 
pleted the scoring for McGill and 
then in eighth and nhith places 
came Bud Little of Dartmouth and

als. Following Litchfield was 
Hideout of Dartmouth and Henry 
Findlay. 

This was another race in vvfaich 
McGili's chances were hurt by the 
appearance of another man from 
a smaller coUege in fourth place 
In this case it was Paul Townsend, 
of New Hampshire, who led Jo 
hannsen to the wire by some 16 
seconds. Even though the Red team 
had three men in counting position 
before Dartmouth, the remarkably 
good times of Chivers and McLane 
gave them the victory. Also in this 
event, the margin of victory was 
very narrow and up to this point, 
it was anybody's meet with exactly 
six points separating Dartmouth 
and McGill. . 

In the Slalom race, the Red skiers 
muffed their chance to gain sub. 
stantially. Diirrance came through 
with his usual victory, but he was 
far out of the class of the rest of 
his team in this particular meet 
Thanks to a remarkable second run 
by Captain Johannsen, who beat 
Durrance's time on this trial, and 
to a steady performance by Doug 
Mann, McGOl took second and third 
places. However, it was the placing 
of the next man, Fred Moore, in 
twenty-fourth place, that gave the 
Indians the event. 

Moore Out of Luck. 
Moore had hard luck on both 
trials. On the first run, he fell near 
the top, and although he finished 
strong, the lost time was too much 
to overcome to place near the 
leaders. Also on the second run, 
Moore fell about halfway down, and 
this seemed to tipset him for he 
finished the race in a rather dis 
organized state, seemingly unablè 
to get any speed. Bob Townsend, 
the other McGill entry in this race, 
had exceptionally bad luck on the 
first run. After coming down the 
first half of the trail at a pace very 
close to Durrance's time, he hit a 
patch of soft snow on a turn and 
fell hard, taking some twenty sec- 
onds to get going again. On his 
second run, Townsend came down 
safely, but the handicap of the fall 
the first time was too much to 
overcome and he finished 26th. 

Meanwhile, the Dartmouth skiers, 
outside of Co-Captain Durrance, did 
not ski in a particularly spectacular 
manner but were steady enough to 
place sixth, seventh and eighth. 
These skiers were Skinner, Little 
and Wells respectively. Thus, with 
first, sixth and seventh to their 
credit, the Indians won this event 
although by an even narrower 
margin than in the case of the 
Downhill and Langlauf. In fourth 
place in this event was Ira Town- 
send of Middlebury and Norwood 
Ball of the third place New Hamp- 
shire téani f inisiied fifth. 

Jumping Dooms McGllI. 
.Actually, it was the jumping com 
petition that sounded the death 
knell to the posibUity of a McGill 
victory. Previous to the meet, 
everyone who follows these teams 
thought that the invaders would 
take this 'event, if no other. And 
after the close results in the-Lang- 
lauf, it was not at all impossible 
that the Jumping and the Combined 
would settle the result of the meet 
It did, with the result that Dart- 
mouth went farther out ahead than 
ever. 

By virtue of two spectacular leaps 
of 35 and 37 metres, and adequate 
style, Johnny Litchfield, the Green 
ace jumper won this event with 
plenty to spare over his nearest 
McGill rival, Bob Johannsen, who 
finished third. To give him third 
place, Johannsen showed wonderful 
style bringing gasps of admiration 
from the huge crowd when he 
soared through the air, although hot 
getting, the distance that one or two 
other jumpers did. 

One of the surprises of the Jump- 
ing was Dick Durrance. Noted main- 
ly .^fpr;,.^ his downhill racing, he 
showed fair style and good length 
to capture fourth position. He had 
a bit of hard luck on his second 
jump when.he had to go right into 
a strong wind which sprang up just 
before he jumped. Right after Dur- 
rance came Dartmouth's perennial 
Langlauf and Combined champion 
with a good enough showing to 
take fifth in the Jump and thereby 
successfully defend his Combined 
Carnival crown. Following Chivers 
closely came Percy Ridèout, in 
what was one of the biggest upsets 
of the entire event. 

Immediately after Rideout was 



metres. However, on the next jump, 
he jumped 37 metres which was 
second high for the day. Mamen's 
jump's were neither long nor short, 
but he had nice style and his steadi- 
ness paid dividends in the Combin- 
ed. George Moore, the other Red 
entrant in the Jumping, finished 
sixteenth after having bad luck 
with the wind catching his skis. The 
longest jump of the day was made 
by Eddie Gignac, the sensational 
Middlebury jumping star.

Through his spléndid 
jumping, Litchfield placed third, 
right after Mamen, although he 
finished down in seventh pdace in 
the Langlauf. 

To complete his scoring for the 
meet, Bobby Johannsen took fourth 
place in this event and was less 
than two points behind Litchfield 
in third position. Then trailing by 
a good-sized margin was Percy 
Rideout with George Moore and 
Henry Findlay in sixth and seventh 
places with less than two points 
between them. 

Although the Carnival was a diS' 
appointment from the McGill point 
of view, Dartmouth was worried all 
the time. The Indians won no event 
by any margin with speaking about, 
but the gradual addition of two and 
three points provided the margin 
of victory. Naturally, with this car 
nival over, all eyes are turned to 
the one next year, and it should be 
sweet revenge for the Red team, 
While McGill loses two men, Jo- 
hannsen and Findlay, Dartmouth 
will have to replace everyone on 
the team but McLane and Rideout. 
However, in the more immediate 
future, the I. S. U. meet over the 
week-end of the 24th will be the 
opportunity for the Redmen to tiurn 
the tables this year.

Moyse Travelling Scholarships. 
Applications for these scholar- 
ships should be made in writing to 
the Dean of the Faculty of Arts 
and Science on or before April 1st, 
1939. No special form of applica- 
tion is necessary. Candidates, how- 
ever, should address an informal 
application to the Dean stathig 
where they presently intend to 
study, what subjects of study they 
propose to follow, and as near as 
they can with what object or am- 
bition in mind. Two references to 
well-known citizens, not in the Uni- 
versity, may also be named. 

These two scholarships shall ■ be 
tenable for one year and are of the 
value of One Thousand Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars each. 

The conditions of these scholar- 
ships are as follows:— 

"Each holder shall devote tlio 
period of his tenure of the scholar- 
ships to advanced studies, prefer- 
ably at British or other European 
universities, but not however to 
the exclusion of other institutions 
which have the approval of the 
Faculty of Arts in McGiU Univer- 
sity, and the nature of the studies, 
to be followed and the place at 
which they are to be prosecuted 
are to be stated in the appHcatioa 
for the scholarship. 

"These scholarships shall bo 
awarded to graduates of the Faculty 
of Arts in McGill University sub- 
ject to the . provisions hereinafter 
contained. 

"One of such two annual Moyse 
Travelling Scholarships shall be 
awarded for distinction in what 
may be termed Literary Subjects, 
and the other for distinction in 
what may be termed Subjects in 
Pure and Applied Science, it being 
understood however that if ' a de- 
serving applicant in one of tha 
above divisions is not forthcoming, 
both scholarships may be awarded 
to applicants who belong to iha 
other. 

"Deserving applicants who intend 
to devote, or who shall have de- 
voted themselves to academic work' 
either as instructors or as chiefly 
or wholly engaged in research shaU 
when possible be preferred to oth- 
ers; the term 'academic' may be 
held to include 'scholastic* insofar 
as the words of the present para- 
graph apply^ 

"Applications in writing from 
graduates or final year students 
must be made to the Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts on or before the 
First day of April of the year in 
which the scholarship commences. 

"The awards shall be made by 
the Faculty of Arts after the result 
of the final examinations has been 
determined in the case of applicants 
in the graduating year. Should the 
Faculty of Arts not consider the ap- 
plicants from that Faculty to be of 
sufficient merit to receive both or 
either of the scholarships, the 
Faculty of Arts may consider apr 
pllcants from final year students or 
graduates of other Faculties, and if 
thought fit make award according- 
ly- 

The awards shall be announced 
at the Spring Convocation in the 
Faculty of Arts."
